RED DEER HORTI- 
CULTURAL SOCIETY 


The annual meeting of the Red Deer 
Horticultural Society was held Monday 
evening, December 16, in the Public 
Library, there being a very poor at- 
tendance of members. The only inter- 
est of some members of the Society 
appears to be in winning prize money 
and they do not care to go to the 
trouble of showing their appreciation 
of the efforts of the directors and offi- 
cials of the Society on their behalf. 
This is not confined to the Horticul- 
tural Society. Possibly some of the dir- 
ectors were unavoidably absent owing 
to meetings of the City Council and 
Board of Trade being held at the same 
time. Mr. Galbraith presided. 

The Secretary's report showed a 
very satisfactory year’s work—$296.25 
having been paid out in prizes at the 
annual] exhibition and garden competi- 
@ions and §30 prize money had been 
awarded in recognition for efforts of 
sundry cultivators of vacant lots. A 
committee of the City Council had co- 
operated with the committee appointed 
by the Horticultural Society to do all 
possible to encourage’ greater war- 
time garden production, with very 
gratifying results. 

During the year, addresses on gard- 
ening subjects were given by Mr. 
Macdonald, of the Lacombe Nurceries, 
and Mr. E. S. Hogg, both of which 
merited much larger audiences. A 
great deal of useful information and 
valuable hints was given which accord- 
ed valuable assistance to persons wish- 
ing to ‘get better results in their 
gardens. 

The President commented on_ the 
work of the year and made several 
suggestions for future’ consideration. 
In the discussion which followed, it 
was agreed that it would be well to 
hold the Horticultural exhibition in 
conjunction with the Red Deer Fair if 
the date of the latter would suit the 
garden conditions—the trouble being 
that flowers and vegetables are not 
sulliciently advanced much _ before the 
middle of August. \ 

Another suggestion was that a 
Poultry Association might be inaugur- 
ated under the auspices of the Horti- 
cultural Society. It was from the Hor- 
ticultural Society that the Free Library 
movement originated, Mr. Byoce and 
Mr. Allen, their officers, having suc- 
cessfully carried out the scheme.

“PROVINCIAL POLICE 
WILL NOT CONFLICT #3 


ATTORNEY GENERAL BOYLE 

THINKS GOVERNMENT DOES 

NOT INTEND TO PUT BACK 
FORCE ON OLD BASIS. 


In speaking of the report in the 
press a few dayg ago, regarding 
the enlarging of the force of the 
R.N.W.M.P., and their special duties 
in the four western provinces, Hon. 
J. R. Boyle, attorney general, ex- 
presseg the opinion that the Domin- 
fon government does not intend to 
duplicate the police protection of the 
four. western provinces. There has 
been considerable curiosity as to the 
status of the Mounted Police, if they 
were brought back, but in reply to a 
question on that point Mr. Boyle 
stated that the government had not 
received any communication from the 
Dominion government in respect to 
it, and he could not say definitely as 
to their duties. 

When Hon. Mr. Rowell had been 
here last fall he had discussed with 
the government the disposition of 
Mounted police buildings at posts 
that were already closed or that it 
was the intention to close immediate- 
ly. He had apparently at that time 
no intention of reinstating the 
Mounted police for the purpose of 
ordinary police work, and there had 
been no suggestion at the late con- 
ference at Ottawa as -to any change 
in the policy of the Dominion police. 

PROVINCES CHARGED WITH 

DUTY. 

Under the ‘constitution, said Mr. 
Boyle, the provincial governments 
were charged with the responsibility 
of maintaining law and order in the 
provinces. The Mounted Police in 
the provinces of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan, after the provinces were 
formed, were paid partly by the prov- 
inces and partly by the Dominion; 
but were under the direction and re- 
ceived their instructions from the de- 
partments of the attorney generals 
in both provinces. When the 
R.N.W.M.P. were withdrawn, it had 
become necessary for the provincial 
governments to organize a new police 


‘force, and this had been done. 


So far as Mr. Boyle was aware, 
there has been no suggestion from 
the Dominion government as to re- 
turning to the old statug and he be- 
Heved therefore if the press report 
wag correct, that the Dominion police 
and the R.N.W.M.P. were to be amal- 
gamated and it would be the jnten- 
tion, he thought, to use the force for 
the same purposes that the Dominion 
police were used prior to the war, 
namely the prevention of infractions 
of the Dominion revenue laws, chiefly 
that of customs duties and inland 
revenue duties. 

However, no new arrangement had 
been suggested by the Dominion gov- 
ernment to the province and he hard- 
ly thought the Dominion government 
would go to the expense of duplicat- 
ing the police force in the four west- 
ern provinces and undertaking to 
maintain law and order which under 
the constitution the provinces were 
responsible for. 

PROVINCIA& POLICE WORK. 

Speaking of the work of the pro- 
vincial police force, Mr. Boyle stated 
that the Mounted police were with- 
drawn just when the man power of 
the country was greatly depleted by 
enlistment, so the organization of the 
new force which had to be hurriedly 
done, was most difficult. 

However, the organization was now 
fairly well complete, and so-far as he 
had been able to learn, was policing 
the provinceag satisfactorily ag could 
be expected.

1,400,000 FRENCHMIEN 
KILLED DURING WAR 


Paris, Dec. 20.—French soldiers to 
the number of 1,400,000 were killed 
during the war, according to a state-; 
ment by the Socialist deputy, Voilen, 
in the chamber of deputies this after-' 
noon during an interpellation of the’ 
government on demobilization. Dep- 
uty Voilen asked that the soldiers: 
be returned to the soil and factories 
without delay, and continued: 

“I betray no secret when I say that 
the problem of demobilization pre- 
sents itself thus: | 

“We have mobilized 6,900,000 men; 
we have had about 1,400,000 killed, | 
while 800,000 recoveredfrom wounds. 
We are going to demobilize 1,209,000 
reserves, territorials and heads of 
families.”

COURT CF REVISION 


The City Council met as a Court of 
Revision on the Assessment roll of 1919 
on Thursday afternoon and Monday 
evening. There were present Mayor 
Smith, Ald. Campbell, Collison, Day, 
and Stone, Mr. Ayres and Mr. Graham. 

The principal appeals were those of 
the Toronto General Trusts Co., on be- 
half of the John T. Moore and Annie 
A. Moore estates; of the Great West 
Lumber Co., in respect to the mill pro- 
perty; of Mr. W. A. Moore, in respect 
of his Waskasoo property; of Judge 
Greene, in respect of his North Red 
Deer subdivisions; by the Corporation 
Episcopale, in respect of their lots in 
block 8; by the Western General, in 
respect of their plant and their special 
franchise. Practically all, except the 
Roman Catholic church, were against 
the assessment for school taxes. Mr. 
Russell appeared on behalf of Mr. W. 
; A. Moore and the Western General, and 
; Mr. Quigg on behalf of Judge Greene. 
Dawe and Mr. W. A. 
Moore gave evidence as to values of 
lands, contending that the assessments 
were away too high, and offering to 
sell at half or less of the assessment. 

The Council found that, in some 
cases, the assessments were one-tenth 
of what they were in 1913, and decided 
not to reduce these assessments. 

Mr. M. L. Roche got some reduction

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THE NEW POST OFFICE. 


The News believes that ninety-five 
per cent of the citizens of Red Deer 
as well ag a unanimous Board of 
Trade and the Great War Veterans’ 
Association, are strongly in favor of 
a new post office for Red Deer. 

And well they may be, because the 
people of Canada, through their re- 
presentatives in Parliament, have 
passed a sum of money to build that 
post office, and $30,000 was placed in 
the estimates for that purpose, and 
plans and specifications were drawe 
up, tenderg asked for for a portion of 
the work and tbe basement excave 
ated at a considerable cost. But the 
work was postponed because of the 
war, and only because of the war. 

Now that the war ig over, we are 
entitled to our post oflice, and the 
city should see to it that we get it. 

The editorial in the Advocate last 
week was most unfair, and in our 
opinion was entirely unjust to our 
city, and entirely uncalled for. It 
sneers at Red Deer's population as 
not being sufficient for a good sized 
post office at thig time, and yet the 
man most responsible for making this 
small compact centre into a_ city 
was the editor of the Advocate, who 
was its first Mayor, and he knew then 
and knowg now, that our young and 
virile community surpasses in im- 
portance and influence the city prop- 
er as confined inside our municipal 
limits, both with regard to post office 
businesg and _ for other _ purposes. 
North Red Deer has no post office, 
west, east, south Red Deer have no 
post offices, and all this business, as 
well as a big country around, swell 
the population to at least four thous- 
and served by this post office. Then 
again, the entire businesg of 27 post 
offices west of Red Deer, on the Al- 
berta Central railway, passes through 
the Red Deer office and will continue 
to do so in greatly increasing quan- 
tities as the great west country set- 
tles up, making thie office on a par 
with large city offices. 

When the question was discussed 
by the Board of Trade some months 
ago, and carried by a small majority, 
that the post office be moved to the 
old Lands office because that build- 
ing was idle, it appeared as though 
the war would last for yeara, and us 
the writer was an interested party 
in the deal, he took nv part in the 
question in these columns because 
the post office is located in hig buSid- 
ing. But he doeg not propose to be 
muzzled any longer. The rent of 
the post office is only sixty five dol- 
lars a month, and no building can be 

-got for less in Red Deer. This in- 
cludes heating and all repairs. The 
walls have been disfigured by the 
government and the building fg one 
of the hardest to keep heated in the 
city, as the doors are open most of 
the time by the steady stream of 
people coming and_going. 

The floor space of the old Lands 
Office building is only claimed to be 
fifty per cent greater than the pres- 
ent office, and every foot of that will 
be required at once, which does not 
allow for any growth whatever, 
while we know that there will be a 
great forward movement of increas- 
ed business in the west immediately, 
which the building will not be large 
enough to accommodate. 

We are told the Dominion of Can- 
ada will ask for a war indemnity of 
ten hundred million dollars, which 
will recompense Canada for all her 
war expenses. Millions upon mil- 
lions of this sum will be spent in 
other parts of Canada for great im- 
provements, and the big centerg will 
be greatly benefited. But no place 
in Canada hag done more than Red 
Reer, in proportion to its population, 
fo help on the great war, or have suf.

fered more than we have. Red Deer 
has done nothing but pay. Now, 
when we are only asking for what 
rightfully belongs to us to help give 
employment to a large number of our 
loyal sons on their return, some very 
short sighted citizens say we should 
not ask the government to fulfil its 
pledges, but should allow all this 
vast sum of money to be ‘spent in 
other places, because the government 
is going to spend it somewhere. 

Red Deer district is the greatest 
mixed farming district in the prov- 


and prosperous, we have five of the 
best banks in Canada within our 
borders, namely the Bank of Mon- 
‘treal, the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, the Merchants Bank of Can- 
ada, the Imperial Bank of Canada, 
and the Royal Bank of Canada, which 
is the greatest index of the amount 
of business being done here, and théy 
are all doing a good business. We 
have never had the consideration 
governments of 
Canada that is our due. But in spite 
of all, nothing is going to keep Red 
Deer back. That some foolish specu- 
lators suffered in boom days does not 
go to prove that the foolishness will 
be repeated. These people have 
learnt a bitter lesson which will nev- 
er, we hope, be forgotten, but still 
We must be optimistic, and make up 
our minds to boost to the utmost for 
our young city, and we consider it 
the duty of every citizen to insist on 
the construction of the new _ post 
office building and not allow a big 
sum of money to be expended on 
what will only be a make shift after 
all. 


THE RETURN OF THE HEROES. 


Tho tide hag turned agiin west- 
ward. The battalions of msn _ that 
flowed in a constant stream from 


Canada to the battlefields of Europe 
for four years are turning their 
faces homeward and the first peace 
contingent has already arrived in the 
city. It ig not the same country that 
they left behind them, and they are 
not the same men that went away. 
We are all older in body and in mind, 
and, let us hope, in wisdom and unh- 
derstanding. These men a few years 
ago, were, like ourselves, a part of 
the civic organigm; they were the 
toilers, the directors and administra- 
tors of the multifarious industries 
that go to make up a progressive 
modern city. Most of them had no 
idea of being anything other than 
what they were—peace loving and 
law-abiding citizens. War to them 
a few years ago was something they 
read about in the newspapers, and 
which consisted merely of clouds of 
smoke and fire on far distant hori- 
zons. They never dreamed that it 
would be their lot to sail hither and 
thither and enter the raging holo- 
caust in order to prevent it spread- 
Ing over the whole world. 

These are the men who have come 
out of the inferno, the smell of fire 
is upon them, and many of them 
bear the indelible marks and mutil- 
ations of the conflict. The broken 
men who move among us day by day 
shall remain as a reminder of the 
price that has been paid for the 
peace we enjoy, and will be a living 
indictment of war for two or three 
generationg to come. Children yet 
unborn will look upon these men who 
fought and suffered; they will read 
the story of how they hastened across 
the seag at the far call of the Mother- 
land, how they wrestled for four 
years with the “superman” of Prus- 
sia, and how they smote the giant 
and slew him—and took off hig head. 

All the great events of history are 
written in blood and tears, and the 
writing of this latest page in Can- 
ada’s story ig no exception. The 
heroism and suffering of these past 
few years has not been confined to 
the battlefields. The silent endur- 
‘ance in the home, the anxiety, the 
patient waiting, the hopes, the des- 
pairs. the lifelong loneliness of be- 
reavement—these are all part of that 
record of heroism which Canada 
must hand down to her children’s 
children. In the erection of memor- 
jals to the heroes of the great war 
Canada’s heroic women must have 
a prominent place. Not’ as Niobe 
weeping without hope for her slaugh- 
tered children, but ag the proud and 
kindly mother of a race of men who 
loved freedom and_ righteousness 
enough to suffer and die for their 
vindication.—Toronto Globe.

THE SPIRIT OF THE 
Y.M.GA. HUT 
IN LONDON

Accompanying is a_ sketch from 
the pen of Elizabeth Banks, of Lon- 
don, based upon her experience as a 
Volunteer Worker in the Canadian 
Y.M.C.A. Beaver Hut, London. ; 

Miss Banks has an international 
reputation as a writer and author 
over the pen names of “Enid” and 
“Mary Mortimer Maxwell,” and in 
one or both of these capacities is 
wellknown in Canada. 

To secure the foundation of this 
sketch Miss Banks attached herself 
to the large Women Volunteer Force 
at the Hut and spent long hours 
washing dishes and performing other 
service directly for the troops. 

“The “Y” is just around the corner 
from wherg I live in the Adelphi. 
Next door to me is Bernard Shaw; 
acrosg the street are Sir James Bar 
rie, John Galsworthy, Granville Bar- 
ker and other celebrities. Then 
comes the “Y” which used to occupy 
the Little Theatre and now occupies 
not only the Theatre but a great 
block of ground that extends around 
into the busy Strand. — 

Outside the “Y” throughout the 
night and foggy days hangs a beac- 
on light, so welcoming, so inviting, 
‘elling of warmth and comfort and 
cheer within—a swinging Maple leaf 
lamp. This is the Beaver Hut: 

Some evenings before I go inside 
to don my blue uniform and make 
mySelf generally useful at ‘washing 
up’ and waiting on table for the 
boys you Canadian mothers have 
sent over here to help make Cana- 
da, the Empire and all the world 
“safe for democracy,” I stand for a 
moment outside on the pavement un- 
der that swinging Maple leaf lamp 
and think of my wonderful visit to 
wonderful Canada just a little over 
& year ago. I remember the glorious 
land where I travelled from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, seeing your fine 
cities, your prairies, forests and 
mountains, going down into your 
mines, enjoying the lavish hospital- 
ity that was extended to me on every 
hand, and then I go on into the Hut 
and look around at. the hundredg of 
Canadian boys and wonder if any of 
them are the sons, the brothers or 
the loverg of some of these of you 
who helped to make my visit to 
Canada so delightful an experience. 
Then I go down into the big dining- 
room and hand out coffee and polish 
forks and knives and make the cups 
and saucers fairly shine—all for the 
sake of you, dear Canadian women 
and boys. 

Down in that dining room and 
washing up room “everybody's doing 
it.” “Doing what,’ do you ask? Why 
being cheerful and happy and helping 
to make the boyscheerful and happy! 
Do you think they are over here in 
London town on their leave from the 
Front with nobody to love them, no- 
body to smile on them, nobody to 
listen to their little tales of woe or 
joy ag the case may ba? Not so We 
all love them, we volintery workers 
at the Beaver Hut. We all want to 
wash up for them, wait on them, see 
that their kidney stew is nice and 
steaming hot ‘and thair :oif%e just 
to their taste. Sometimes when we 
hear a boy speak of some iice Can- 
adian dish that “mother used_ to 
make” we run fleetfooted to the kit- 
chen and whisper something into the 
ear of the cook—and lo! the next day 
or the day after when that same boy 
comeg down to his dinner or supper 
we tell him of a new item on the bill 
of fare, and you ought to see his 
smile! I wonder if there is anything 
more delightful than the real, genu- 
ine Canadian boy’s smile at the Beav- 
er Hut when he’s pleased! I really 
cannot imagine anything more heart 
cheering than that smile. 

There are 800 of us_ voluntary 
workers, all dressed in blue overalls 
and wearing filmy, nun-like veils 
over our heads. On my own veil I 
have stuck some pretty maple leaves 
and the other day one of the boys 
asked me where I got them. “They're 
maple leaf seals” I said. “They're 
just stuck on.” “If I could only have 
one of those to stick on a letter to 
my mother, wouldn’t she just be tick-

led to death” he exclaimed wistfully. 
Then what could I do but take one 
of the seals from my veil and give it 
to him for his envelope? Did one 
of. you mothers who reads this get 
that seal, I wonder, and if you did, 
weren’t you just “tickled to death?” 

I have said there are eight hundred 
of us, but we don’t all work at once. 
We work in shifts or four hours each. 
Some go every day, others twice a 
week, others once a week. Some, like 
nyself, are American, others Cana- 
ian, others Engligh women. Our 
work ig to wash ‘all the dishes, dry 
chem, polish them, lay them on the 
‘ables, wait at table, sell cigarettes 
id chocolates and postage stamps 
ind other things at the little Beaver 
shop at the end of the lounge. I 
myself, being an expert typist as 
well as one of the swiftest of “wash- 
ers-up” sometimes git at a table in 
the lounge and run my little machine 
at such odd jobs as are needed. Dir 
yne of you motherg get that typed 
{dtter I did for your boy whose hand 
‘vas a bit troublesome owing to some- 
thing a certain Hun had done to him 
somewhere round the Marne way? 
No, his: hand wasn’t dangerous, but 
mly taking a nice rest on a board 
for a week or so. My! But . what 
that hand of your boy’s did to the 
Hun first! You are to be very 
proud of that hand of your boy’s 
when it comes home, mind you! 

Here’s a nice girl in blue overalls 
ind veil cleaning all the knives. 
She works hard in an office all day 
you would think she would then 
want to go home and rest. Instead of 
that she comeg to the Hut and cleans 
knives, wipes dishes, polishes spoons 
or any other useful job for several 
hours. Sometimes she_ sighs _ be- 
cause other women have such chan- 
ces to do such big things for their 
country as V.A.D.’s or “Waacs” and 
that sort of thing. One day a boy at 
the Hut spoke of the “nice shiny 
knives” and then her face brightened 
up and she’s stopped sighing for so- 
called great and noble deeds to do, 
for she realises that to shine up a 
knife for a Canadian boy, to help him 
enjoy his meals, ig doing her “bit” for 
the country. 

The spirit of the Beaver Hut is 
cheerfulness and willingness. You 
Canadians have doubtless heard of 
the important question the applicant 
for a place ag servant used to ask 
an English mistress in the pre-war 
days of long ago—‘Who cleans the 
knives, Ma'am?” Now, at the Beav- 
er Hut you never hear any such 
question among the voluntary work- 
ers. We don’t mind what we do so 
long ag we're helping. Thousands of 
dishes have to be washed, wiped, put 
on the table, made dirty again, wash- 
xd, wiped, put on the table again, 
ind so on through the day and night.

FROM INFLUENZA 


WORST PLAGUE SINCE THE

London, Dec. 19.—The Times 
medical correspondent says it seems 
reasonable to believe that about six 
million persons perished from’ influ- 
enza during the past twelve weeks.
